Waste of Talent 


^ANCTOIATCR voters Bill be asked at the next elec- 
* (ion if they favor increasing the slw of their qoun- 
riJ by another ttvo memben. Perhaps it is this main¬ 
land example that, we gather, has inspired soma 
similar thou^t at city hall in Vlrtoria. 

One may wel) doubt the merita of such an addi¬ 
tion to the Victoria council. It might slightly east 
the Individual work-load of the alctennen—who are 
now fairly well compensated for their endeavors— 
but it would add another two voices to protract aloraat 
every debate. And the n eed for a large cx>uncil traf 
supposed to be obviated by the adoption of the dty 
msna^ system. 

But there is another civic-reform suggestion in the 
air In Vancouver which, though it seems apt to float 
there for some time, may ctmccivably at a future date 
come to a vole snd set an influential pattern. It is 
that the mayor should he chosen by the council from 
its own ranks, not elected separately. 

Two virtues ,have been ascribed to this idea by 
Its proponents. 

Hie flm and mote imptMlant is that such a sys¬ 
tem would avoid a W'aste of talent and experience that 
often oocun at eicctioas. In Vancouver this year for 
instance (he three-way maytmilty conteat will remow 
from civic government two valu^le merabers. Sim¬ 
ilarly in Victoria it could happen (hat the services of 
one or two aldermen of long setvicc and undoubted 
ability might be tost by the electorate m a battle of 
thia kind 

The second supposed virtue, even If more open to 
numtlon. la that the election of the mayor by council 
would tend to form a bond between the chief magis¬ 
trate and the majority of the aidermen, iwiklng In 
a more co-operative and productive atmoephere. Cer¬ 
tainly tt li poaaiblc, under the present system, for a 
mayor to be elected with views opposite to those of 
more than half of council on many subjects. FNir-

Compost on the Move 


By M. V. CHIWNITT. FKHS 

A cotniKist heap la not ■ paitu-u- 
Uriy bmuUful ad]unct to (ha i'ar«U-ii, 
and tor this r*«.san 1 have alwayii 
made it my practioe to manutactuie 
my cnmp^ In an out-of-the-way 
comer the eyesore was 

sn-eenej^rnm view by stirubs and 
vln»*s 

Since diKirmg tn this year's crop 
of ripe compost, though, I am not at 
all aure that this Ls the best pro- 
cvslure, and I am considering seriously 
whether it wouldn't pay me to shift 
lhi.s year's heap to a spot right smnrk 
In the middle of the vegetable plot. 

* • * 

You see. when the old heap was 
cleared away, l found a remarkable 
change in the condition of the soil 
where It had been sittlrc- Wonns 
had bred praUBcaJly in tha warmth 
and darapneae of the heap, and thia 
had lad to cxtenaive tura»elling into 
the sullen day beneath. Thanks to 
thetr woiit. the aocgy w et ii eaa of this 
useless corner of the garden was now 
weQ drained and nieely aerated. 
Rotted vegetation had been dragged 
down Into the tunnels, too, and the 
attcky, barren day had been trans¬ 
formed Into a lovely, velvety loam 


sull> ktUI a bit on the lieavy side, but 
ideal for the sweet briar ^nib rose, 
■'S(>ariieH.'thot>p," which I intend to 
plant there. 

• * • 

It seems to me that a compost lieap 
does much more than merely manu- 
hictura-Ampost fw use elsovhere in 
the ga^n. The h««p itself confers 
enormous benefit to the bit of ground 
on which It alts, both by the mechan¬ 
ical action of those enthusiastic 
diggers, the earthw^>rms, and from 
the rich, nutrient Juices that dra^n 
from the fermenting heap. The site 
of a compost heap can become 
Incredibly fertile tn the course of a 
single year. - 

This being the cause. I Intend hence¬ 
forth—If I can overewne my family’s 
aesthetic objections—to move my 
ewnpost heaps aystentaiically all over 
the vacant portions of the garden so 
that each piece of ground will In turn 
be cultivated deeply by the atorms 
and enriched by the lotnpoet Juices. 
It isn’t going to look very pretty, I 
admit, and ITl probably t^e quite.a 
rlbtdng from my neighbor E^le. 
wtioae kitrhm garden is as flat and 
neat as a billiard table, with the raws 
lined tip like guardsmen on parade. 


hut I figure I can put up with a btiie 
untidiness in return for the improve- 
meqt in the soil structure. 

1 realize that folks wdth small 
gaidens may protest that this system 
involves wasting spare which could 
otherwise be pi^uctng food for the 
kitchen. Thia U true in part, but I 
think that even this disadvantage ran 
be gotten around by grawlnf some 
cTopa in the compoat heap itself, 
a a a 

Marrows and squash, fOr Instance, 
will grow like crazy when the plants 
are set out In poc^t e ts in the compost 
heap. Cucumbers, too. delight in the 
rich, open texture of the half-rotted 
vegetation in the heap. The roots 
will ramify all through the heap, 
while the vines will cover the surface, 
effectively disguising the pile of 
fermentinf leaves and grass. 

They will naad .careful wateilng 
In midsu m mar, af eouraa, aa a com- 
post heap above level tanck to ^ out 
rather qiBcldy in hot weather. One 
way of correct i ng thia tendency Is to 
punch a few ■hall nail holes In tha 
bottoms of 4A<a. hvit Julea cana, 
■Inhing thma cans hart and thara In 
the heap and filling them with water 
every tksy.
